were enrolled. 
Campbell was one 
of the charter members. 
The ob­ 
jects of 
this 
pioneer 
institution 
were practically the same as those 
of historical societies today: 
the 
members expected to preserve the

addition, to collect specimens for a 
geological museum. 
A month after the

This effort resulted 
in the passing of a law early 
in 
1853 which provided for the

The 
Society also authorized the presi­ 
dent to publish an account of the

writing up this record, one of the 
few remaining evidences of the so­ 
ciety, William M. Campbell show­ 
ed that he possessed a remarkable 
knowledge of the early history of

1848 the Society had 102 
members, located in widely scat 
tered parts of the State. Among 
the members were listed many of 
the most important men 
of

time. 
President Campbell died on 
December 31, 1849, and his

cessor was llavid Todd, of Colum 
bia. 
But with Campbell’s death, 
the vital force in the Society seems 
to have died, and before long Hie 
Society was dissolved.
